EASTER'S 35-DAY VARIATION 
DUE TO A CAPRICIOUS MOON

KASTER this year falls on April 
13. 
If you have ever wondered 
w hy Easter moves about the calen­ 
dar from j’ear to year, science has 
the answer. It is due to that most 
capricious of all heavenly bodies, 
the moon. 
Unlike m ost other momentous 
events, Easter, the day celebrated 
by one-third of the world as mark- 
* ing 
the 
Resurrection 
of 
Christ, 
does not fall on som e fixed date, 
but is determined by the m ajestic 
m ovem ent of the heavenly bodies 
through space. 
When the C h u r c h council of 
N icea met in 324 A. D. to fix the 
date of Easter it w as decided that 
“E aster day” alw ays is the first 
Sunday after the full moon which 
happens upon, or next after, the 
21st day of March; and if the full 
e* moon happens on a Sunday, then 
E aster day is the Sunday after. 
For more than IOO years efforts 
have been made by religious lead­ 
ers and world statesm en to agree 
upon a fixed date for the celebra­ 
tion of Easter. Twice the League 
of Nations, in 1923 and again in 
1928, attem pted to reach an agree­ 
m ent on the date. A t both of these 
sessions, while no official action 
w as taken, there was practically 
* unanimous agreem ent on the sec­ 
ond Sunday in April.

ENGLAND was the only nation 
which took any action. In 1928 the 
British Parliament passed its fam ­ 
ous 
Easter 
Act, 
providing that 
England recognize Easter day each 
year as the second Sunday in April, 
on the condition that the other 
membera of the League of N ations 
and also the United States, agreed 
0 upon the sam e date. However, no 
other nation took aimilar action. 
In ancient days m onths were 
reckoned by the p h a s e s of the 
moon. The practice of reckoning 
tim e in this way was so universal 
that the Christian, J e w i s h and 
M oslem faiths all computed their 
holy days according to the phase 
of the moon. 
The Jews in Jerusalem set the 
date of the Passover, which cor- 
. responds to the Christian celebra- 
* Hon of Easter. For the Jew s the 
day began at dusk when all three 
stars of the third m agnitude were 
visible. In order to determine the 
phase of the moon they watched 
for the first sign of the crescent 
new moon. 
Som etim es the new moon was 
visible Just at dusk. Then the ques­ 
tion would arise as to which was 
seen first, the moon or the three

stars. If the moon was seen first 
it belonged to the day ju; t ending. 
However, if the three stars were 
observed first the moon would be­ 
long to the new day and the mor­ 
row would usher in the new month. 
To get away from this uncertain­ 
ty the method war- simplified. In­ 
stead of the actual moon a ficti­ 
tious moon was imagined to be in 
the sky which would have a uni­ 
form motion and alw ays circle the 
earth in the average length of the 
month. 
Thus it became possible to pre­ 
dict the appearance of the new 
moon with m athem atical accuracy. 
The idea of a fictitious moon is 
neither new nor novel. Astrono­ 
mers use a fictitious sun to calcu­ 
late the length of the day.

MODERN Christian nations In 
determ ining the date of Easter 
Sunday are thus following the prac­ 
tice of ancient peoples in m easur­ 
ing time. 
No layman can deter­ 
m ine the date in advance, anymore 
than he can predict the moment of 
an eclipse of the moon or sun. This 
only can be done by the calcula­ 
tions of astronomers. 
In following the m e t h o d laid 
down by the Church council of 
Nicea the date of Easter may fall 
on any one of 35 days of the year.

“We c a n extend the calendar 
through the e a r l y years of the 
Christian Era down to 45 A. D. by 
the repetition of cycles p r o v e n 
hitherto correct. 
“We thus have a knowledge we 
never had before—an exact knowl­ 
edge of the dates of the g r e a t 
events in the life of Christ, extend­ 
ing from Hi* birth down to Hi* 
Crucifixion and His Resurrection. 
The world can now celebrate the 
date* of these event* with an as­ 
surance it never possessed before.**

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A FRUSTRATED MAN 
COMPLAINTS HAVE emanated from 
high sources in Washington that it is diffi­ 
cult for the government to obtain compe­ 
tent men for important tasks because they 
are the but of all sorts of attacks and ac­ 
cusations. 
A more potent reason is frustration, as 
Charles E. Wilson can testify. 
Wilson went to Washington on condition 
that he would have the authority to make 
the decisions in the field of mobilizing for 
rearmament, the general idea being to 
avoid unnecessary disturbance of the gen­ 
eral economy. He was slapped down pron­ 
to by union leaders, and the White House 
did not back him up. 
His resignation over the steel 
wage- 
price muddle created by Truman 
ap­ 
pointees on the Wage Stabilization Board 
caused no surprise. The mystery is why he 
took as much as he did from the characters 
with whom he was forced to deal. 
Wilson merely repeated what everybody 
knew when he said developments in the 
steel situation would set off a new spiral of 
inflation. Wilson received no aid from any­ 
body in Washington in attempting to carry 
out his important assignment. Men in aux­ 
iliary stabilizing positions either threw in 
the sponge or were busily engaged in 
washing their hands of the whole affair. 
Who is there with the ability to cope with 
the controls fiasco in Washington who 
could be induced to muddy his hands in 
the mess? 


BLOWS TO ECONOMY 
STRIKES 
AND 
THREATS of strikes 
have had a deleterious effect upon t h e 
economic situation 
in the last several 
weeks that was as unnecessary as it is fu­ 
tile. If strikers won their demands, the re­ 
sultant inflationary boost to prices would 
wipe out all the “gains” in six months. 
This is no time for rocking the boat, but, 
unfortunately, President Truman appoint­ 
ed an assortment of boat rockers to the 
Wage Stabilization Board, and they were 
not to be denied. 
It seem s the country mutt undergo an 
economic travail of this sort every so often, 
and it is difficult to determine whether pol­ 
iticians or malcontents in the labor ranks 
are mainly to blame.

erence to the voters. In times like these, 
the stress of this quadrennial election can 
be very costly. The world does not stop be- 
' cause Truman desires to retire. 
The United States is at present engaged 
! in what seem s to be a forgotten war; yet 
one that has resulted in over 106,000 cas- 
j ualties; it is engaged in a vast preparation 
for war involving a budget that approaches 
$100 billion. The precariousness of nation­ 
al defense affects every citizen’s living 
standard. None of this can be arrested de- 
1 cause the Republicans cannot decide be- 
i tween Eisenhower and Taft. 


Yet it is becoming clear that the author­ 
ity of an administration which must stand 
until January 20, 1953, is already in April, 
1952 so weakened that two principal offi­ 
cers of government, Charles E. Wilson, in 
charge of war mobilization of the national 
i economy, and the A t t o r n e y General, 
J. Howard McGrath, resign in anger and 
indignation. And there may be others who 
feel that they would prefer to hr away from 
I the center of a political earthquake. 


Wilson’s resignation had to do with the 
forthcoming steel strike, an event which, in 
j economic terms, involves either an increas­ 
ed velocity of inflation or a covert capital 
levy on a single industry. The assumption 
must be that what happens to steel will 
| happen to all American industries a n d 
therefore Wilson could not be a party to 
either more inflation or a capital levy. Mc­ 
Grath’s dismissal or resignation, as you 
please, was related to the use of a device 
I of investigation which, no matter how func­ 
tional for a specific purpose, can invade 
the privacy of an unaccused, unindicted 
citizen and therefore place another limita­ 
tion upon the guaranteed freedom of the 
individual. 


The Wilson and McGrath instances, view* 
cd objectively, produce the impression of 
desperation in government and of a lack of 
form and order in the Presidency. Mr. Tru­ 
man m a v be tired; he m a v be distressed 
bv the corruption and political pressures 
i that beset him. His public quarrel with his 
; own Attorney General at an a i r p o r t to 
which they went to receive a national guest 
displayed a lack of self-control and person­ 
al dignity unexpected in men of their re­ 
sponsibilities. 
The personality of Newbold Morris, the 
cause of McGrath a anger, need not be con­ 
sidered 
at all. 
His appointment as a 
“clean-up m an” was absurd in the 
first 
place. It was designed to offset an effective 
Congressional investigation by a Congres­ 
sional committee and was never taken too 
seriously. When such an appointment was 
first proposed. Judge Thomas F. Murphy, 
who had made a reputation as the prose­ 
cutor of Aiger Hiss, was named. It was re­ 
ported at the time that he discussed the 
question with Judge Learned Hand, a n d 
after consideration, he declined the post. In 
due course, Newbold Morris, who is Judge 
Hand’s son-in-law, was appointed by Mc­ 
Grath. How it all happened, Mr. Morris 
says that he does not know.

Plastic Surgery Is Advisable 
For This Deformity Of Fingers

A CURIOUS deformity of lh# 
finger* sometime* develop* In 
early middle life. Known as Du- 
puytren * contracture, K can be 
cured by plastic *urgery. 
When a per*on reach** the age 
of about 30 year*, he may notice a 
hard lump where the little finger 
or the ring finger Join* the palm. 
There may also be a slight puck­ 
ering of the skin over thl* area of 
the palm. If allowed to progress, 
this disorder may cause a crip­ 
pling deformity of the little finger 
or ring finger, or both. 


Tissue Inflammation 
Ti to caused by an inflammation 
of the elastic and fibrous tissue 
beneath th* skin in thi* area. As 
this occurs, the fingers are pulled 
down and become permanently 
deformed. The tam e condition 
usually occurs in both hands, as 
time passes. The victim may lose 
much of the usefulness of his 
hands, and may find It em bar­ 
rassing lo shake hands or carry 
out his normal dally functions. 
It has been found th a t people 
such as shoemakers, who UM their 
hands a great deal, have a greater 
tendency to develop this condi­ 
tion. Those suffering from a rth ­ 
ritis also have more than a nor­ 
mal tendency toward It. 


Operation Possible 
There is a definite cure tor this 
•ondition, if detected early. An 
operation may be carried out to 
remove th* tissues causing the 
disorder. This operation is not too 


; severe, but requires a great deal 
I of skill, for there are many deli­ 
cate nerves. Mood vessel* and 
other body tissues in this area. 
If the operation to delayed too 
long, some skin grafting may be 
necessary. In noms cases, when a 
physician to not consulted early 
enough, the deformity becomes 
great and demands amputation 
of one or t wo of the fingers. So. lf 
symptoms Ilks tho** in Dupuy- 
tren's contracture occur, medical 
attention should be sought with­ 
out delay.

H R : What cause* me to hare 
excessive gas hi my stomach and 
intestines?

However, when 
this type of infection is present, 
there are other symptoms, such 
as nausea, pain, and, sometimes, 
vomiting.

LEERY — I hit does not sat­ 
iety the “ big three” among the 
labor leaders — Murray, Green 
and Lewis, It can mean anything 
or nothing. As of today, the CIO. 
the AFL and IMW presidents, 
whose unions have more than 15 
million members, are leery of 
“ Ike ” 
They do not regard hun as any 
more friendly to their cause than 
Senator Taft, although they are 
not as bitter toward the general 
as they are toward the senator. 
The labor platform which Pres­

the Democratic convention and 
presidential nominee, as revealed 
here yesterday, is designed to 
prevent these million* of voters, 
with their families and friends, 
from stampeding to a Republican 
ticket, especially if it be headed 
by Eisenhower.

SUSPICION — General Eisen­ 
hower will enjoy both advantages 
and disadvantages in approach­ 
ing this delicate problem.
